So keen is the interest in bicycles 


and so anxious is each manufacturer 
to furnish his machine with devices 
not found in other wheels that new 
inventions are looked upon ais a matter 
of course. The recent bicycle shows 
revealed valuable improvements in the 
wheels for '96 over those of preceding
